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Thanks and Happy Holidays.
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First I was inquiring as to the status of the SEP construction. According to the CAFO, construction was to 
commence 30 days after signing the CAFO (October 30, 2005) and construction is to be completed 90 
days after construction began (January 30, 2005). Although the CAFO does not require you to report to 
me that you had begun construction, I am obligated to track Baxter's compliance with the CAFO and I was 
calling to make sure that Baxter was on track to meet the CAFO deliverable - a SEP Completion and 
Expenditure Report, which is due 30 days after the SEP Construction is complete.
